The Coleman Rodeo Committee 
have just about completed the en¬ 
tire plans for the Rodeo being 
held in Coleman on July 9. Parade 
Marshal Corson states that this 
year’s parade will be the longest 
in Coleman’s history with over 28 
floats entered to date. Numerous 
displays, bands, plus all the other 
things that go to make up a pa¬ 
rade are coming in every day. 
Floats from out of town which 
promise'stiff competition ate Sicks 
Lethbridge Brewery, Terminal 
Garage, Fort Mcleod Knights Lum¬ 
ber Co., Blairmore Sawmills, Bo- 
deo’s Mills and many others. Due 
to the inability of Mr. Frank Har- 
quil of Coleman Collieries to of¬ 
ficially open the Rodeo, the com¬ 
mittee will contact Mayor Shackel¬ 
ford of Lethbridge to do these du¬ 
ties. Mayor Grey of Blairmore will 


felt that there was some confusion 
as to the Rodeo and the Golden 
Jubilee Celebration and that he 
did not wish to see the Rodeo 
overshadow the Jubilee. After 
some discussion Chairman G. Jen¬ 
kins outlined to the meeting that

The question of a float was 
raised and it was decided to ob¬ 
tain a truck or semi-trailer float- 
bed and have it decorated and 
that all the Senior Citizens would 
be seated bn it. G. Jenkins was 
appointed to look after the float 
assisted by members of the com¬ 
mittee. If another meeting was re¬ 
quired to iron out farther details 
it would be held. 


Mr. G. Jenkins, chairman of the 
Jubilee Committee stated that 
Scrolls fdr Coleman’s Alberta Se¬ 
nior Citizens would be presented 
at the new Town park and play¬ 
ground following the parade on 
July 9. The meeting was Informed 
that the Willow Drive Community 
Association have joined the town 
of Coleman in the Jubilee celebra¬ 
tion. It was expected that Eart 
Coleman would also join in the 
celebration. 

Over $490.00 has been received 
from the provincial government 
as its grant to the town for the 
Jubilee. All of the monies received 
will be spent on the park improve¬ 
ments. The Lions Club have spent 
considerable time and money in 
assisting the town to improve the 
park. Mr. M. Dunford, president 
cf the Lions Club stated that they 
hoped to have the children's play 
grounds finished for the opening 
on July 9. 

A question arose when it was 
stated that there was a possibility 
that the Alberta , Golden Jubilee 
Caravan could be obtained for the 
Celebration. Mr. Crippen asked if 
the .Caravan was obtained, where 
would it be parked. If it was to be 
in the park for all to see. or would 
it be taken to the Rodeo grounds 
and if it was taken to the grounds 
where admission wojjjd be charged 
he was opposed.

Spencer was born with this heart 
condition, which is a malformed 
heart,-his life span will be very 
short if this operation is not per¬ 
formed in the immediate future.

At the last regular meeting of 
the Coleman Town Council, a new 
business tax structure was approv¬ 
ed. This tax by-law will be known 
as Business tax. This By-law will 
cover every business, corporation 
and professional people who op¬ 
erate in the town of Coleman. 
Another by-law was approved on 
the setting aside the sum $150.00 
for grants. 

Considerable discussion took 
"Wee in regards to the purchase 
of an asphalt mixer to replace the 
one now in use by the works dept, 
inasmuch as the present one 
was obsolete and inadequate to 
perform the Work required. Coun¬ 
cil were of the opinion that one of¬ 
fered for sale by the City of Leth¬ 
bridge should be purchased, if it 
was found to be satisfactory. This 
machine it was stated would be 
a great improvement over the 
existing equipment now owned by 
the town. Council members felt 
that with the purchase of this ma¬ 
chine more work could be done in 
less time and with a considerable 
saving to the town. The capacity 
of the equipment was over twice 
as much as existing equipment and 
as it preheated all materials be¬ 
fore laying work could be done 
even in cold weather. 

A request from Parade Marshal 
Corson for the Town to enter a 
float in the parade being held on 
July 9 was approved.
